Curning the Pages 


Cae Day Boox of General Con- 
vention begins with the opening 
service in the Boston Garden on Sun- 
day.,eyening, September 7...But in 
order that this Day Book could be 
in your hands before that service, — 
work had to be started months ago; 
work which entailed the assistance 
of many people far beyond Fortn’s 
own editorial staff. This help was 
indispensable and we must mention 
particularly the ever cordial co-op- 
eration of the Rey. Gardiner M. Day, 
chairman of the Massachusetts Com- 
mittee on Convention, the Rev. Alex- 
ander M. Rodger, Convention Man- 
ager, Miss Ethel M. Roberts, Secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts department 
of publicity, Miss Priscilla Pennock, 
secretary to the Bishop of Massachu- 
setts, and the Rev. C. Rankin Barnes, 
Secretary of the House of Deputies.

Before Convention Opens 


General Convention requires a 
great deal of advance preparation. 
Committees of the host diocese and 
of the National Council have been 
at work for a year or more; diocesan 
conventions elected deputies at their 
latest sessions; officers of the Con- 
vention have been making commit- 
tee appointments; and in the days | 
immediately preceding Convention 
various related groups hold meetings 
in Boston. Pre-eminent among these 
is the Joint Committee on Budget 
and Program, which began its ses- 
sions in Emmanuel Church on Sep- 
tember 1. Composed of six bishops 
appointed by the Presiding Bishop 
and six priests and twelve laymen 
appointed by the President of the 
House of Deputies, the Committee 
holds daily meetings and hearings 
on the General Church Program, pro- 
posed for the next triennium by the 
National Council. During. the sec- 
ond week of Convention, the ‘Com- 
mittee reports to a Joint Session 
recommending a program and the- 
necessary budget with which to im- 
plement it.

Professional Workers Organize 


Two other meetings during the 
week preceding Convention are the 
constituting convention of the Asso- — 
ciation of Professional Women — 
Church Workers and the triennial — 
meeting of the Church Periodical — 
Club. 

More than fifty of the Church’s 
professional women meet at the Epis- 
copal Theological School in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., on September 5-7 to 
bring into being the Association of 
Professional Women Church Work- 
ers, in the process of formation since 
the spring of 1950. Mrs, Harold — 
Kelleran of Washington, D. C., is 
chairman, and Mrs. Richard L. Har- 
bour of Irvington, N. Y., is execu- — 
tive secretary of the provisional com- ~ 
mittee. j 

The purpose of the association is 
to create a fellowship of professional 
women workers concerned with ad- 
vancing the quality of their work, 
with encouraging both the worker 
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and the Church to accept the Nation- 
al Council’s standards of training, 
with recruiting women for Church 
work, and with deepening their own 
sense of vocation. 

Three classes of membership have 
been proposed: active, provisional, 
and associate. Active members meet 
certain educational and work stand- 
ards. Provisional members are those 
seeking to qualify as active members 
within a certain period of time. 
Associate members are qualified but 
are no longer salaried workers. Char- 
ter membership in the association 
was open up to September, 1952, for 
any salaried worker who has been at 
work for a minimum of five years. 


CPC Triennial 


The Church Periodical Club 
which is meeting September 3-6 with 
its headquarters at the Church of 
the Advent, Boston, is a co-operating 
agency of the National Council de- 
signed to provide Bibles, Prayer 
Books, magazines, and books, old 
and new, for people who could not 
otherwise have them. 

The sessions include an opening 
service on September 3 at the Church 
of the Advent conducted by the Rec- 
tor, the Rev. S. Whitney Hale; a 
Corporate Communion on Septem- 
ber 4 with the Rt. Rev. William 
Fisher Lewis, Missionary Bishop of 
Nevada, as celebrant; and a dinner at 
Hampshire House on September 5. 
The Church Periodical Club exbibit 
at Horticultural Hall is open 
throughout Convention.

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A CONVENTION DAY BOOK 


Co the Bishops and Deputies, clerical 
and lay, to the Delegates to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary Triennial Meeting, to the 
thousands upon thousands of Church 
men and women, Visitors to the fifty- 
seventh General Convention assembled 
in Boston, September 7-19, as well as the 
FortH family scattered throughout the 
eighty-seven dioceses of the Church in 
the United States and reaching into mis- 
sionary districts in all parts of the world 
overseas, ForTH here presents as its Sep- 
tember issue a Day Book of the General 
Convention. 

Page by page, the Day Book presents 
a preview of the major events of the Gen- 
eral Convention. It aims to give a little 
background of the buildings and places 
being used by the Convention; it intro- 
duces you to some of the leading men 
and women of the host diocese as well as 
some of the distinguished leaders and 
visitors from further away. 

General Convention is always a great 
moment in the life of the Church. The 
article on the General Convention which 
appeared in thesé pages,a few issues ago 
(May, page 12) said, “It is primarily an 
ecclesiastical synod, meeting every three 


;. years, the official legislature of the Amer- 


icany portion of the Anglican Commun- 
ion. Its functions and procedures are 
carefully outlined in the Church’s laws, 
or the Constitution and Canons. It 
alone has the right to alter or revise The 
Book of Common Prayer; it alone may 


amend the Constitution; it alone may 
change the Canons.” 

This is the General Convention, but 
it is something more, too. Something 
greater and more significant than can be 
confined within the limits of a bicameral 
legislature. It is the Church in action 
meeting courageously the problems and 
opportunities of the time in which we 
live. It is you and I carrying out cor- 
porately the commands of our Divine 
Leader to go forth.

Cuts is the beginning: a great 
corporate service of worship on Sun- 
day evening, September 7, in the 
Boston Garden. 

As the organ prelude ceases and 
the first note of The Church’s one 
foundation signifies the start of the 
service, thousands of men and wom- 
en rise to their feet while a great 
procession moves across Boston Gar- 
den to face the altar which has 
transformed the arena into a church. 
Representatives from all over the 
world come together as one, a living 
Church in corporate worship. 


Scene of Diversified Events 


Boston Garden, part of a large 
block structure rising above the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad tracks at 
the north end of the city, is within 
walking distance of Christ Church 
on Salem Street, the historic “Old 
North” where the lantern hung for 
Paul Revere. This vast auditorium, 
which seats thirteen thousand peo- 
ple, is used for the circus, the ice 
show, basketball games, and political 
rallies.

Choir of Eight Hundred 


Eight hundred voices lead the 
singing: a choir of two hundred fifty 
men and boys, directed by Francis 
Snow, and the massed choirs of the 
diocese under the direction of Ever- 
ett Titcomb. The choirs started 
practicing for the Opening Service 
before the end of May. 

Both choir directors, natives of 
Massachusetts, are nationally and 
internationally known. Both started 
their careers as organists at the age 
of fourteen. Mr. Snow, organist and 
choirmaster at the Church of the Ad- 
vent in Boston since 1918, is pro- 
fessor of organ at the Boston Uni- 
versity College of Music. Mr. 
Titcomb, who is organist and choir- 
master at the Church of St. John the 


Evangelist in Boston, has been on 
the faculty of many church confer- 
ences and has taught at the Boston 
University College of Music and the 
New England Conservatory of Music. 

The Magnificat and Nunc Dimittis 
with settings by Mr. ‘Titcomb and 
Give us peace in our time with music 
by Mr. Snow are sung by the boy 
choir. At the Garden organ is 
George H. Faxon, organist and choir- 
master at the Cathedral Church of 
St. Paul in Boston.

Ci. House will be in order.” 

On Monday, September 8, at pre- 
cisely 11 a.m, the Rev. C. Rankin 
Barnes, Secretary of the House of 
Deputies, raps his gavel, says these 
words, and General Convention gets 
down to business. 

This day is a shakedown cruise for 
both the House of Bishops meeting 
in Horticultural Hall and the House 
of Deputies meeting in Symphony 
Hall. The first business is to elect 
officers: President, Secretary, and As- 
sistant Secretaries of the House of 
Deputies; Vice-Chairman, Secretary, 
and Assistant Secretary of the House 
of Bishops. This occupies the morn- 
ing session. 


Committees Organize 


After the Houses reconvene in the 
afternoon, the newly-elected Presi- 
dent of the House of Deputies an- 
nounces the membership of the 
nineteen Standing Committees, in- 
cluding State of the Church, Dis- 
patch of Business, Missions, Christian 
Education. Then the committees 
organize, choose their officers, and 
report their choices to the House. 
The same procedure is followed in 
the House of Bishops. 

During this first day, new deputies 
and bishops have a chance to look 
around and acclimate themselves to 
their surroundings and the way Con- 
vention does things, while veterans 
quickly settle into the groove. Dep- 
uties are impressed by their sur- 
roundings in Symphony Hall, espe- 
cially its acoustics. 

Bishops deliberate in the demo- 
cratic atmosphere of the Horticul- 
tural Hall, owned by the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society, which 
extends aid to people growing ger- 
aniums on fire escapes or orchids 
under glass. The society, a non- 
profit educational institution, is the 
largest of its kind in America. In its 
Romanesque building, it has a li- 
brary; employment bureau; editorial 


‘except in Cairo; and the greatest

offices of Horticulture; lectures, ex- — 
hibitions, and classes; and offices for — 
fifteen kindred groups. 

During the days of General Con- 
vention, much important business of 
the Church is presented for action 
by the Houses; half to each, inter- — 
changed for concurrence or non- — 
concurrence by the other House. The 
reports of approximately twenty — 
joint commissions and committees on — 
their work in the past three years is — 
taken up. The Missionary District — 
of New Mexico and Southwest Texas — 
petitions the House of Deputies for — 
admission as the Diocese of the Rio — 
Grande; while the House of Bishops — 
elects a new Missionary Bishop of — 


Spokane. 
These are but two of countless — 
reports, petitions, requests, and — 


memoranda which pour in to be— 
studied, debated (Convention turns — 
a cold eye on long-winded orators — 
and fuzzy thinking) , and acted upon. » 
The pressure and responsibility of 
work increase with each day as the 
Program of the Church is hammered 
out for the next triennium at least, — 
and perhaps for years to come. 


Reception Throngs Museum 


But life is not all work and no> 
play during the first day. A very 
bright spot is the Official Reception 
at 8:30 p.m., given by Bishop Nash — 
and the Diocese of Massachusetts for 
bishops, deputies, Woman’s Auxil-— 
iary delegates, their families, guests — 
of the Convention, and the clergy, 
wardens, and honorary ushers of the 
diocese in the Tapestry Room of | 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts.

Seen at the Reception 


The reception is a joyful time for 
renewing old friendships lapsed for 
years, perhaps since the last Con- 
vention, perhaps since “China days.” 
People whose names have appeared 
connected with solemn reports, lead- 
ers whose fame has spread far beyond 
their locales, missionaries back from 
lands around the world, are there to 
be met and to meet. Helping her 
husband greet the guests is Mrs. Nor- 
man B. Nash, first lady of the dio- 
cese. A woman with a lively concern 
for people, drawing their confidence 
and affection, she is the mother of 
three children, a fine hostess, an ex- 
cellent motorist,.and a good cook 
and gardener who still finds time to 
keep abreast of affairs. She serves on 
one of the commissions of the dioc- 
esan department of Christian Educa- 
tion and is honorary president of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society in the diocese. 

Another prominent Bostonian like- 
ly to be on the scene is Philip H. 
Stafford, treasurer of the diocese and 
of the 1952 General Convention 
Fund. Mr, Stafford has been of great 
service both to his diocese and to the 
national Church. In addition to being 
diocesan treasurer, he has been ex-

and has given generously of his time 
to the Presiding Bishop’s Committee 
on Laymen’s Work. 

A breath of the mysterious North 
is brought by Bradford Washburn, 
the world’s foremost explorer of 
Alaskan peaks and_ glaciers, and 
pioneer in popular science education 
as director of the trail-breaking new 
Museum of Science in Boston. Son 
of the Rev. Henry B. Washburn, 
Dean emeritus of Episcopal Theo- 
logical School, Cambridge, his career 
is a succession of firsts, including be- 


ing the first man to scale Mount - 


McKinley three times, the first to 
cross the great Saint Elias Range 
from Alaska to Canada, and the first 
to do mapping and photography of 
the western glaciers of this range. 
He has been leader of three National 
Geographic Society expeditions. 

As director of the Museum of 
Science since 1939, he has guided 
its transition from a museum of na- 
tural history to one which combines 
for the first time anywhere exhibits 
of natural history, science, industry, 
man, public health, and a planetar- 
ium, 

The Official Reception, in a way, 
keynotes the actuality of Conven- 
tion: here “personages’’ resolve them- 
selves into men and women; the Body 
is seen as a collection of individuals; 
the Voice of the Church breaks down 
into the voices which make it. 


Prayer Punctuates Each Day 


In the mélange of parliamentary 
procedure, the renewal of old friend- 
ships, and the making of new, the 
basic purpose of Convention is not 
lost, but rather fulfilled. Beginning 
the day for deputies and bishops is 
a Corporate Communion in Trinity 
Church on Copley Square. Prayer 
opens the business of the day; noon- 
day prayers punctuate it. Every min- 
ute of each day is devoted to the 
glory of God and the extension of 
His Kingdom on earth.

Eagerly Awaited Address

Woman Arranges Trip 


When planning the harbor trip 

on the Boston Belle, Miss Harriet A. 
Robeson, chairman of the hospitality 
committee, not only made the neces- 
sary arrangements, but, for good 
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measure, looked up the weather fore- 
cast for that day in the Old Farmers’ 
Almanac. It said, to her horror, 
“hurricane.” Then she read further 
and found the storm was confined 
to “southern waters.” 

Miss Robeson, a native Bostonian 
who works best in the cross fire of 
ideas and is most vigorous when 
stimulated by a suggestion that some- 
thing just can’t be done. During 
World War I she pioneered in the 
field of occupational therapy with 
the Armed Forces and won the re- 
luctant co-operation of a general or 
two who were convinced that the 
new techniques would ruin their 
men and that the woman’s place was 
in the home. During World War II 
she-served as chairman of the Volun- 
teer Special Services of the Boston 
Chapter of the Red Cross. 

She is a communicant of Emman- 
uel Church and two years ago be-

came the first woman member of the 


vestry, unusual in Boston. She was 
elected after a year’s probationary 
period during which the men could 
test whether her presence was toler- 
able. 

Sunday morning is left free of 
special events and Convention mem- 
bers attend services in local churches. 
Among the churches are St. Paul’s 
Cathedral on Park St. opposite the 
Boston Common; the Church of the 
Advent, the first free church in Bos- 
ton, on Mt. Vernon St. near the 


’ Charles River Embankment; Christ 


Church, Salem St., more familiarly 
known as Old North, the oldest 
church building in Boston and scene 
of the lantern-hanging for Paul Re- 
vere; Emmanuel Church, Newbury 
St., known for its exquisite Leslie 
Lindsey Memorial Chapel; St. John 
the Evangelist, Bowdoin St., under 
the care of the Society of St. John 
the Evangelist; Trinity Church, Cop- 
ley Square, noted for its rich archi- 
tecture, where Phillips Brooks was 
rector and where his statue by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens stands; and 
Christ Church, Cambridge, center of 
student work at Harvard and Rad- 
cliffe. Its rector, the Rev. Gardiner 
M. Day, is chairman of the Diocesan 
Committee on Arrangements for 
General Convention. All these 
churches have prominent members 
of Convention as guest preachers 
Sunday morning; a list of these 
speakers is available. 


Children’s Offerings Honored 


Sunday afternoon, Convention’s 
pace picks up a bit. Crowning the 
day is a service at four in Trinity 
Church in recognition of the chil- 
dren’s offerings: the Lenten Offering, 
Birthday Thank Offering, and Christ- 
mas Box Project. ‘These offerings 
give the children a large share in 
contributing to the support of the 
Church at work. In the past three 
years, the Birthday Thank Offering 
has provided almost sixty thousand 
dollars, used for a children’s house 
at Roanridge, rural training center 
in Missouri; village schools bringing 
education and Christian teaching to 
the interior of Liberia; and upkeep 
of St. Michael’s Mission, which min- 
isters to Indians in Ethete, Wyo. 
The Lenten Offering, 1949-51, sup- 
plied in excess of one and one-half

medicine. Despite his position and 
his commanding authority, the Arch- 


bishop is a humble man and a genial — 


one. 

Tremont Temple was founded in 
1839 by Timothy Gilbert who had 
been criticized for sharing his pew 
with his Negro servants in another 
Baptist Church. He determined there 
should be “‘a place in the city where 
all might gather to worship God, 
regardless of race, color, or creed.” 


The temple is on the site of the 


former Tremont Theater which was 
offered for sale in 1843. ‘Timothy 


Gilbert paced up and down in front — 


of it for most of one night before 
deciding to buy it as a house of wor- 
ship. It has been destroyed by fire 
three times. The present building 
with its Italian Renaissance facade 
was built after the last fire in 1893. 

Through a succession of vigorous 
preachers, the influence of the Tem- 
ple has grown. Notable among those 
who have filled its pulpit is Russell 
H. Conwell. Ragged and poor, he 
worked his way through Yale. After 
serving as a captain in the Civil 
War, he returned to Boston where 
he became a popular lecturer and 
taught a Sunday school class of more 
than six hundred at the Temple:

to the diocesan offerings. They come 
up four abreast and place the offer- 
ings in the famous golden alms basin. 

This alms basin, now in its hun- 
dredth year of use, was given to the 
Church in America by Oxford Uni- 
versity. It has a chased silver gilt 
border and a center panel of gold, 
and is inscribed Ecclesiae Ameri- 
canae; Dilectae in Christo; Oxoni- 
enses; 1852: “To the American 
Church; Beloved in Christ; From 
Members of Oxford University; 1852. 
Here in Boston the alms basin once 
more plays a part in one of the great 
offerings of the Church. Symbolical- 
ly, by placing the UTO in this basin, 
what has been up to this moment 
the property, as it were, of the wom- 
en of the Church now becomes the 
whole Church’s property: the power 
of prayer and the generous giving 
of money becomes a part of the uni- 
versal Church’s offering to God. 

With the singing of Holy off’rings, 
rich and rare, the offertory is com- 
pleted, and the three-year cycle of 
offering begins again. But the use 
to which the Church puts the UTO 
is just starting. Before the Triennial 
Meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
adjourns, the women adopt a budget 
for the spending of these funds in 
the missionary ventures of the Church 
all over the world. 

And so the theme of the quotation 
on the front of the program is ex- 
tended, first in the service, where, 
from the moment the people enter 
until they leave, they worship the 
Lord in the beauty of holiness; and 
then after the service is over, when 
the work implemented by the United 
Thank Offering and the power en- 
gendered by this great Corporate 
Communion forward the Church’s 
aim to let the whole earth stand in 
awe of him. 

The missionary theme is carried 
on through the rest of Thursday, 
first in the fourth missionary tea of 
the week, held at Christ Church, 
Cambridge, at four p.m., and then 
in the traditional Missionary Mass 
Meeting in Tremont Temple at 
eight p.m. 

At the meeting, which begins with 
an impressive procession of all the

missionary bishops, two speakers pre- — 
sent the picture of the Church’s work 
at home and overseas. The Rt. Rev. 
Lane W. Barton, Missionary Bishop 
of Eastern Oregon, outlines the tri-’ 
umphs, the problems, and the op- 
portunities of the Church’s domestic 
missions. The Hon. Francis B. Sayre, 
soon to leave for Japan as the Pre- 
siding Bishop’s personal representa- 
tive to the Nippon Set Ko Kwai 
(ForTH, July-August, page 7), tells 
the story of the Church at work 
abroad. 

In commenting upon Mr. Sayre’s’

ter on Cape Cod. Archdeacon of 
Lowell, executive secretary of the 
Massachusetts department of youth, 
and an additional member of the 
Division of Youth, Archdeacon Phin- 
ney’s entire ministry has been in his 
native New England.

Friendly Society from 1944 to 1949, 
and for the past five years has served 
on the diocesan department of 
youth.
